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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

1 . Claims 1 & 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ninomiya et al. (# US 2003/00551 1 5). 

The applied reference has a common Assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 . 

Ninomiya et al. discloses a method of forming an image using an inkjet recording 
apparatus ([01 14]), a method for preparing colorant and a water based ink composition 
(see Abstract), wherein ink comprising a colored microparticle dispersion having water 
([0032]) and microparticle containing a resin (polymeric material) and a colorant (see 
Abstract; see Examples), wherein the microparticle has a core part and shell pari to 
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form a core-shell structure made of resin (see Abstract; [0042]-[0049];[0052]) and the 
core part and shell part are cross-linked with a cross-linking agent ([0052]-[0062]), and 
the core part comprises the colorant (see Abstract), wherein a polymerized emulsifying 
compound is used to prepare the colored microparticle dispersion (see Examples). They 
also disclose that the volume average particle diameter of microparticle is 10 to 100 nm 
([0062]), wherein a variation coefficient of the volume average diameter is not more than 
80% (see Examples). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Ninomiya et al. 
(# US 2003/00551 15) in view of Omura et al. (# JP 10-298476) . 

The applied reference has a common Assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1) a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
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matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 . 1 31 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 30 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Ninomiya et al. discloses all the limitation of the water based ink composition, 
except that the resin contained in the microparticle has a group represented by general 
formula: -Z-R , wherein R is a hydrogen atom; Z is a block polymer unit or random 
polymer unit containing an ethylene oxide group or a propylene oxide group, a 
molecular weight of Z being from 88 to 30000. 

Omura et al. teaches that to get the good water resistance printed image, ink 
composition includes acridone derivative represented by the formula Q-(X-N(R1)-Y-R2), 
wherein R1 is H, and Y is moiety of an ethylene oxide polymer or an ethylene 
oxide/propylene oxide copolymer having an average molecular weight of 400 to 10000 
(see Abstract). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the ink composition of Ninomiya et al. by the aforementioned 
teaching of Omura et al. in order to have the good water fastness printed image.
